than usual, For the houses, having better 


accommodation at a lower rent than those 


built by tlie private speculator, are always 
let; and, further, ‘the fact that the tenants 


are also part owners of the property insures 


it against deterioration. Indeed, as Sir John 
Brunner remarked the other day at the West- 
minster Palace Hotel conference, such a tenant 
acts on the principle that “a stitch in time 
saves nine,” aad thus, while houses generally, 
given good tenants, are a paying invest- 
ment, these houses are so in a very special 
degree. The co-partnership tenants, it need 
hardly be pointed out, have their own advan- 
tages. Their land is purchased at wholesale, 
not retail, prices, As the site is bought, not 
for a single house, but for a number of houses, 
agood environment is at once secured, anda 
high standard of amenity for the whole sur- 
roundings made possible, The tenant, by his 
purchase instalmenta,does not actually purchase 
his house, but sharesin the. society, so 
that if he has to leave he is free from the 
disadvantages of a building society ; he ix not 
saddled witha white elephant of « house, but 
has his security or his property in the more 
saleable form of scrip or shares. The social side 
of co-operation, it may be added, has ample 
scope fot development in the form of social 
gatherings, classes, and entertainments ; co 
operative laundries are made possible, and 
even a co-operative kitchen is not altogether 
out of the question. 

Providing, therefore, as they do, such substan- 
tial advantages, it is not surprising to hear 
that these societies are proving very. success- 
ful, that they have, in fact, “caught on,” and 
have evidently come to stay. Actual facts and 
figures in these social reforms are a. 
more convincing than mere 
theories, and we find that the Ealing ‘enants 
Society, which was first established in 1901, 
now has 166 members, with £8,653 share 
capital, £22,658 loan stock, property valued 
at £52,451, and ao reserve fund of £510. 
The Sevenoaks Tenants, founded in 1903, 
now have 46 members, £939 share capital, 
£3,164 loan stock, and property valued at 
£10,950, The Garden City Tenants, only 
established last year, have already 93 members, 
£5,114 share capital, £24,922 loan stock, and 
property valued at £33,000, Figures such as 
theseare tery satisfactory, and show that the 
movement as represented by these societies is 
very much alive. Their success has naturally 
encouraged similar experiments in other places, 
A similar society is being arranged at Hamp- 
stead, in connection with the 
Garden Suburb Trust, which has set apart 
yome seventy acres of land for the new society, 
At Manchester the principles of the movement 
were explained at an important town's mooting 
in the Muyor's Parlour, and the Manchester 
Tenants (Limited) has been formed. Capital to

If, therefore, tha Bgyptian Guvero- 
mpot is boand by no treaty to deliver up a 
pétaon aconsed of « political crime, sach extra- 
dition wou'd constitate a free act of sovereignty 
which it coald ostry out only after it had 
qaal fied the orime alleged.”

resalt that notwithstanding the somewhat 
severely statistios! appesrancs ot the work the 
brochure mast prove of the greatest interest 
to all who feel s real concern io the wel- 
fare and prosperity of the country. As 
the aathor explains in his introdaction, 
the oollection of the figures ‘and statistics 
showing the actoal amoant gf the mortgaga 
| debt of the country at any given moment is 
‘not eo simple « matter as might be sapposel. 
To ths average individaal it woald apresr aj 
task of no great difficilty, All mortgages, he 
will argue, are registered compalsorily at one 
of the three greffes at Cairo, Alexandria, and 
Mansourab, and the official publication ot 
these in ths anoaal report of the Ministry ot 
Jastice shoald give all the required informa- 
tion, Bat anfortunately in the annaal report 
there is mersly made known the nomber of 
entries in the registers and no socount is taken 
of mortgages that are extinguished, of snma 
annnally amortized, or even of the actual ares 
of the property mortgaged.
